Many years ago the writer was fore- 


man of A machine shop In Boston, 
Mass., and ona day had an application 
for apprenticeship from » young man 
who was accompanied by his uncle. 
The latter carefully explained that his 
nephew did not expect to be a machin- 
ist for a living, as there was ample 
means for his support outside of the 
workshop; but he wanted to learn the 
trade, to as to bo independent of cir- 
cumstances. 
The propriety of the 


intention of the young man and his 
uncle was recognized; but the exaction 
was made that the apprentice should 
travel the same road that impecunious 
and needy young men traveled [ there 
was no royal road or short out to 
mechanical success to lads of great »x- 
peotitions. These plain truths—very 
plainly presented—suited the applicant 
and his relative, who was at that time 
a United States Senator, and subse- 
quently bocamo a candidate for a still 
higher office. 


The young man came into the shop, 


was treated the same as the other ap- 
prentices, was instructed as though he 
was to become a machinist and follow 
tho honorable business for a living. 
But he disregarded shop hours; he 
snoorcd at shop rules; ho came and 
wont as ho ohosc; and finally, six years 
after, ho was usher at n bocond-rate 
theater. 
Ho was not cut out for an 


amateurtncchanio. 


His experiment as an embryo me- 


chanic illustrates tho nonsense fre- 
quently talked in public and published 
in print—that tho experimental knowl- 
edge of a trade or business is sure de- 
fense against possible disaster and 
secures the Journeyman-apprentice a 
chance for an income from his trade 
Tho notion is as fallacious as would bo 
that of ovory graduate from a college 
claiming tho qualliications for a pro- 
fessor. 


It is well enough that young men 


Should lourn somo moans ot support- 
ing themselves by their own exertion?, 
but it is folly to Imagine that because 
a boy has soiled his overalls against a 
lathe and dirtied his hands with oil and 
tilings, he is necessarily n mechanic, 
and canieturn to his shop, as to a 
"city of refuge," when misfortune 
ovoi takes him. 


No mechanic is worthy tho name 


who does not keep abreast with the 
improvements In the shops. To do so, 
he must cither work in the shop or be 
a frequent visitor. It Is astonishing to 
men—practical mechanics—who write 
for publication to their brother me- 
chanics, to see how the changes and 
possible improvements in shop methods 
and shop toola keep apace with their 
growing years. 
The sixty-year-old 


proprietor of a well-known manufac- 
tory said recently that he was sur- 
prised every day when he compared 
what was being done In his own estab- 
lishment with what he know how to do 
thirty-live years ago; and this man is

A Visit to the Jail. 


The reporter spent a few minutes at 


the jail yesterday, and found 13 prisoners 
in hook. The more celebrated of the 
sheriff's pets are Charles Durbin and his 
wife, who are held without bail for the 
alleged murder of their infant daughter, 
found below the Illinois Central bridge, 
on March 27th, just twenty days after it 
disappeared. Durbin was found playing 
cards with two companions. He chatted 
with the reporter a short time, and then 
returned to the gome. Dnrbin is a man 
of medium height, apparently 35 years of 
age, and rather dudish in appearance. 
He has had no opportunity to speak to 
his wife since arrest.

Tho cotton rat (Sigraodon hispldus) 


Is about the size of the common ground 
squirrel. The tall Is shorter than the 
body, and tho ear* are brood and 
rounded. The ' color above Is dark 
yellowish brown; beneath, ashy. The 
head and body measure six Inches In 
length. Thl<) is the common wood and 
llAd rat of the South, being found 
abundantly in nil the States south of 
Virginia, and westward into Mexico. 
It is a nocturnal spooler, although seen 
abroad at all hours. It digs shallow 
burrows in the ground, often twenty- 
live yards in length, each ot which Is 
Inhabited by a single family. This rat 
builds a niist of grass, or at times of 
cotton—hence Its name—and brings 
forth from four to sli young several 
times dnring the year. The young at- 
tain their hill growth in less than nvo 
months. It runs rivpldly, and Is on 
excellent swimmer and diver, like the 
wood rats generally. This Is a gregari- 
ous speclos, largo numbers being always 
found nour together. They make beaten 
paths, which may be found lending In 
every direction In old fields where tho 
rats are numerous.

The Myomorpha, or rat-like rodents, 


to which division both th« pouched 
gophers and the ootton rat belong, all 
nave four Inolser and no canine teeth. 
The gophers have four molar teeth In 
each Jaw, or sixteen In alii the ootton 
rat haa twelve molars, three in eaoh 
jaw. 
The Incisors, two above and two 


below, are coated with enamel nmch 
tuoro heavily In front than on any other 
surface, so th* they acquire and retain 
a culsol-llko edge, ths enamel In front 
wearing away lias rapidly than the re- 
mainder ol the tooth. These teeth 
grow throughout tho life of tho animal 
and should one be lost by accident, the 
tooth which played upon It above ot 
below continues to grow, sometimes to 
the length of several inches, and so 
preventing the unfortunate animal 
from feeding and causing its death. 
Several specimens of various species of 
rodentta are to be found In museums, 
Illustrating this dental overgrowthf in 
an English collection there Is an In- 
cisor tooth of a common brown rat 
"which has Increased Its growth up- 
ward to such a degree that it has 
formed a complete circle and a BOJJ- 
mont of another.

As we bow down to them we are prona 
to hug the flattering delusion to 
OUF soula that there are no similar 
institutions oi learning elsewhere thai 
produce such beneficent results. Inia, 
too, in tha ^feoe of the fact that there 
are plenty of men and women in oui 
own oity who have never enjoyed the 
advantages which our public schools 
are supposed to offer, but who are fully 
equal, U not superior, in intelligence 
aud general ouhure to the graduates oi 
our much lauded temples of knowledge. 
The schools are all right In Intent and 
theory. No one will presume to Ques- 
tion this, bat In practice they fall to 
carry out the philanthropic ideas whlca 
led to their foundation. 
They arc no longer places where tha 


mind Is trained in a healthy manner. 
They are forcing house*, 10 to speak, 
where young trees are made to beat 
premature fruit, where the Intellect U 
too often dwarfed by over-study, and 
whore the body, In spite of systematic 
gymnastic exercises. Is robbed of Its 
vitality, and mado a nervous wreck 
upon the shores of life. This may seem 
like a highly-colored picture, but many 
a sorrowing parent can. testify to the 
truth of these assertions, and many ol 
their children are living witnesses oi 
the folly of an educational system 
which shatters the mind and ruins the 
constitution. Tho schools of the pres- 
ent day seem to be conducted for tho 
glorification of tho teachers and the 
supervisors, and not for the good of tho. 
children, who are stuffed like geesa to 
mako a good showing on promotion 
day, but who have little real knowledge 
of subjects In whloh they are supposed 
to shine. 
Difficult home lessons for pupils oi 


tender age are the rule and not the ex^ 
ceptton m our public schools, and it is 
not an uncommon thing for children 
of nine or ten years of age to sit up at 
night, long after the time when they 
should bain bed, to do fifteen or twen- 
ty difficult sums to carry to school the 
following morning. It may seem like

4n Argument F»forln« the Burning of the 


Bodies of the Dead. 


The ieeling is growing that the best 


disposition of the dead la to burn, their 
xKlies. As educated people know, thd 
jroccss ot decomposition te really slow 
jombustlon. We are burnt up in any 
eveati but in ordinary Interment tho 
decay Is accompanied by the genera- 
tion of worms, and the dead flesh be- 
comes offensive nnd poisonous. In- 
cineration by man Is nature^ process 
improved. An argument for the burn- 
Ing at the body that Is of great force, is 
the danger to the living from ordinary 
bnrial 
In 1864, the virulence of the 


cholera ta London was greatly aggra- 
vated by cutting a viaduct through an 
old burial-ground. The plagtio oroke 
ou» In Modena, Italy. In 1828, which 
resulted from disturbing tho ground 
where victims of the plague hau ooea 
buried three hundred years before. It 
Is believed that every cemetery con- 
tains the seeds of virulent diseases, 
which may reappear thousands of years 
hence by being thus carefully pre- 
served. In recent years we have dis- 
covered that foul disorders are propa- 
gated In the human body by mlorobos, 
fungous growths and minute parasite*, 
which are kept alive in the bodies of 
the dead for many generations. Were 
cremation generally practiced there 
would be no danger from the spread of 
epidemics, from tnls cause at least. It 
la now suggested that large cities 
whloh, In their corporate capacity must 
dispose ol ths bodies of criminals or 
paupers, should erect 
crematories. 


^•Potter's fields," as the receptacles of 
the dead of the community are often 
called, are usually a disgrace to the 
locality where tEey exist. A crematory 
oould never be a^publlo nuisance.— De- 
moresfe Monthly.
